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On loreaber 2^^, 1963 at about lltl3 IH, I va« told by 
Lt. Swain to report to the Lobby of the basenent of the 
City hall, and station ayself soaewhere in the basement 
lobby j^nd stud by, as Oswald was being transferred to 
the County Jail. I went iuediately to the Lobby and 
stationed myself infront of the first window of the Jail 
office. At that time the lobby was orowded with Camera 
men and reporters. I saw Oswald as he was escorted frta 
the elevator by seTeral Officers across the Jail Office 
to the ramp door at which point I lost sight of him. 
Moments later I heard a shot and looked out in the ramp 
and saw seTersJ. Officers struggling with a white male. 
I Immediately ran out into the ramp and obserTed ssreral 
offioers carrying someone back into the jail Office. I 
was told at that time by Capt. Jones to guard the door 
to the jail Office. I remained at the door natill later 
I was told by Capt. Jones to go with Lt. Mc.Elnney to 
parkland. I was stationed at the door of the Intensire 
ears ward by Lt. Ho Einney, and remained at that location 
nmtill told to return to the city hall. 
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
